Article  18  is  intended  te  pccorplish  cooperative  purchase, 
cooperative  import  and  cocpcratlvc  sale  through  guilds  of  persons 
interested  in  those  enterprises,  v/vich  can  not  be  accomplished 
by  tvc  controlling  agreements  as  mentioned  in  the  previous  arti¬ 
cle.

Article  21  is  Intended  to  keen  the  government  wcll-infcrncd

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starting  first  with  workers  whoa’ technical  ''bllity  is  nost  in- 
p<-  rtant  in  wartime. 

The  General  1  utilization  Law  is  Drovided  with  Article  22 
to  ncot  r.  great  demand  of  l^ocr  in  tine  Gf  war  by  training 
workers  in  tire  of  pco.uc,  :'•/  training  institutes,  it  means  such 
institutes  as  fanicvs ‘  training  quarters,  schools  giving  short 
courses  and  mcm-vul  training  quarters.  Employers,  according 
to  the  provij.to-  cf  f'j.s  arnc  Lc,  are  required  to  select  from 
among  their  employes  workers  to  be  trained  and  send  them  to 
training  institu:cr. 

By  virtue  of  /rticlo  23 .  the  government  nay  make  persons 
ongeged  in  ti  e  rrnvt aevvre  and  importation  of  certain  mobiliza¬ 
tion  goods  create  a  rei-crvo  supply  of  the  materials  which  nay 
run  short  in  tine  of  war. 

To  make  the  national  general  mobilization  smoothly  operative 
Article  24  requires  .loaders  of  general  mobilization  enterprises 
to  formulate  detailed  programs  on  tie  basis  of  tve  general  plan 
of  mobilization  made  by  too  torernnent  and  to  rehearse  then  re¬ 
peatedly  to  facilitate  the  execution  of  the  programs  in  time  of 
war.  Speaking  of  general  mobilization  enterprises  here,  they 
need  not  necessarily  belong  to  industrial  or  business  undertak¬ 
ings  of  profit-nnking  character.  They  nay  be  mobilization  enter¬ 
prises  sue*  as  guard  and  propaganda  services  in  cities,  towns 
and  villages  ns  are  designated  in  other  articles.  "£hose  who 
shall  be  caused  to  execute  general  mobilization  enterprises," 
as  stated  in  the  sane  article,  means  leaders  or  engineers  of  such 
services.  They  are  required  to  prepare  programs  pertaining  to 
general  mobilization  and  conduct  necessary  drills  according  to 
those  programs. 

Scie ntific  lrbili cation 

Article  25  deals  witv  the  mobilization  of  scientists  because 
they  are  an  important  element  for  perfecting  national  defense. 

The  items  on  which  special  experiment  a.nd  research  are  to  be  con¬ 
ducted  in  this  connection  arc  about  40  in  number  as  designated 
by  the  Cabinet  some  tine  ago,  including  special  kinds  of  steel, 
airplane  motors,  fuel  substitutes  for  petroleum,  utilization  cf 
sand,  iron,  nickel,  etc. 

Article  26  guarantees  a  fixed  profit  or  grant  of  subsidy 
to  those  engaged  in  the  business  of  producing  or  repairing  generaf 
mobilization  materials.  There  are  laws  specifying  in  detail  the 
method  of  such  guarantees,  but  not  a  few  items  of  scientific 
works  can  bo  developed  advantageously  by  guaranteeing  profit  or 
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granting  subsidies  without  going  through  tvc  trouble  of  risk¬ 
ing  laws  for  tra  purpose*  A  speedy  method  is  essential  in  tir.e 
of  war,  In  the  even •„  a  subsidy  is  granted  or  a  profit  is 
guaranteed  rcc'rd)  "g  to  Article  28,  t^c  government  nay  supervise 
the  enterp.'..  res  creorn  d  r,id  i3suc  orders  to  then  according 
to  the  prov jLricn  cf  Article  30. 

Articles  2?  end  28  state  regulations  pertaining  to  com¬ 
pensation  rf  lcscea  lr.e I icn’.r'L  ti  tre  execution  of  the  general 
mobilisation  lav/.  But  the  a  in  of  national  general  nobilization 
is  of  such  character  that  no  one.  should  demand  individual  con- 
pensatien  for  a  less  whicv  might  be  sustained  by  everybody. 

Take,  for  instance,  losses  due  to  a  mobilization  drill  or  losses 
caused  by  ere  control  of  prices  of  commodities.  The  government 
may  grant  suds lh.;  instead  of  compensating  the  losses.  In  this 
connection  otnr  a  arc-eles  which  nay  be  brought  to  operate  to¬ 
gether  wich  Article  27  are  Articles  3,  10,  13,  14,  9,  11  end 
16.  These  related  to  Article  28  are  Articles  22,  23  end  25« 

Article  31  is  important  because  in  the  operation  of  the 
Mobilization  Law  all  kinds  of  investigations  must  be  conducted. 
There  is  a  lav/  pertaining  to  t*e  investigation  of  natural  re¬ 
sources  but  its  3copo  is  so  limited  tret  it  cannot  cover  many 
natters  which  nay  be  found  within  the  v/ido  range  of  general 
mobilization. 

Severe.  Punishment. 

The  punishments  for  crimes  which  directly  affect  the  proper 
execution  of  national  general  nobilization  particularly  for  those 
due  to  profiteering  during  wartime,  is  heaviest.  The  punish¬ 
ments  for  crir.es  indirectly  affecting  the  well-being  of  general 
nobilization  is  next  in  severity.  Other  punishments  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  Mobilization  Law  will  bo  fixed  according  to  the 
character  of  offenses. 

The  Hobilization  Law  is  provided  with  1  rticlc  44  to  prevent 
a  possible  leakage  of  secrets  through  persons  occupying  various 
positions  of  leadership  who  know  secrets  of  government  offices. 

The  National  General  mobilization  Inquiry  Commission  as 
designated  in  .rticle  50  will  deliberate  such  matters  as  contents 
of  Imperial  ordinances  to  be  issued  and  t^e  policy  by  which  the 
Mobilization  Lav/  shall  operate.  The  Commission  shall  be  headed 
by  the  Premier  with  the  President  of  the  Cabinet  Planning  Board 
as  the  Vice-Chairman.  The  members  cf  the  Commission  will  be 
about  50  in  number,  who  will  represent  the  Upper  and  the  Lower 
houses,  high  officials  of  various  departments  of  the  government 
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and  specialists  with  great  experience.  The  Commission  is  purely 
0  deliberative  body  to  insure  t*e  administrative  justice.

duct  of  the  national  general  mobilization. 

The  National  General  1  obilizaticn  is  an  administrative  af¬ 
fair  and  will  not  be  placed  under  the  direction  of  the  Imperial 
headquarters.  But  the  two  must  maintain  a  close  cooperation 
inasmuch  as  tic  aim  cf  the  mobilization  is  to  satisfy  the  mili¬ 
tary  demand.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  many  members  of  the 
Cabinet  Planning  Board  rre  recruited  from  the  Army  and  Navy.

The  business  of  general  mobilization  is  related  to  every 
aspect  of  administrative-  organs  wicV  tho  Cabinet  as  the  pivotal 
point.  Under  t>-e  Cebiset,  tv>c  Cabinet  Planning  Board  will  formu¬ 
late  all  the  plans  v.hicr  make  for  tvc  proper  adjustment  and  unity 
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of  general  mobilization.  All  the  dcpnrtncnts  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  undt  r  tie  board  will  function  a?  the  central  orgens  in 
t^cJr  respective  spy cros  to  carry  out  the  working  plans  of 
mobilization*  This  syster  is  not  subject  to  a  change  even  in 
tine  of  war,  but  the  present  ndninistra tive  organs  will  have 
to  be  expanded  a.rd  new  organs  nay  have  to  be  established  when¬ 
ever  necessnry.  Take,  for  instance*  the  Extraordinary  T aterial 
Adjustment  Bureau,  Is  is  scrodul’dd  to  be  established  soon  in 
t*e  1  inistry  of  Comerco  and  Industry  to  function  as  the  central 
planning  organ  to  s even j than  che  system  of  general  mobilization 
in  the  ministry,  A  number  of  seni -of flcial  commissions  will  be 
organized  to  ^nsure  the  perfect  operation  of  General  mobiliza¬ 
tion. 

The  National  General  I’obilization  can  not  be  carried  out 
by  t^c  strength  of  tve  lav;  alone.  What  is  important  for  the 
accomplishment  of  t^c  aim  of  the  law  is  the  establishment  of  a 
system,  by  which  toe  personal  and  material  resources  of  the 
nation  nay  bo  controlled,  rnd  perfecting  preparations  for  rais¬ 
ing  the  efficiency  of  national  power.
